Ho also said that ho could not leave Minsk without porniosion 
and therefore was_ writing instead of visiting the American Embassy.

In this 
letter OSWALD said bo found it inconvenient to corao to Moscow 
for an interview at tbe Anorican Knbonsy and that ho could not 
leave Hindi without permission.
